They  are  rushing  reinforcements  now 
to  the  araall  bands  left,  oven  after  the 
Uulgars  had  taken  Babuna  pass,  and 
have  continued  to  defend  certain  of  the 
heights  domlnstlng  the  western  "ex- 
tremity of  the  Velei'-Perlepe  line. 

The  Serb  counter-attack  which  forced 
the  Bulgars  back  to  tlir  northward  fol- 
lowed the  desperate  Serbian  raUy  In 
defence  oiT  IConasUr.  The  Serbs  fol- 
lowed thtblr  advantage  with  fresh  lip- 
petus.  driving  tit*  Invaders  before  them 
for   moire  than   twenty   roJles.

ROME,  Nov.  28. — Greece's  serious 
position  if  she  continues  to  defy  the 
Allies  was  strongly  represented  by  the 
Foreign  Minister,  Baron  Sonninq,  to 
the  Or««k  minister  hero  today. 

Signs  of  great  activity  at  the  Foreign 
Office  followed  a  long  conference  be- 
tween the  two.  Whether  this  indicates 
early  acquiescence  in  the  Entente 
Powers'  demands  or  foreshadows  still 
further  steps  towg^d  -compelling  the 
Athens  Government  to  yield,  was  not  I 
revealed 

It  Is  no  secret  .  that  Italy  Is  co- 
operating with  tho  other  Entente  na- 
tions in  bringing  ,  pressure  upon  the 
Greeks.

It  was  said  there  is  no 
preoent  possibility  either  of  the  de- 
mobilization or  withdrawal  of  the 
Greek  troops  from  Saionlca.  But  the

moblllxation,  or  at  least  the  withdrawal 
of  the  Greek  troops  from  Salonlra  If 
their  presence  Is  regarded  as  embar- 
rassing to  the  movements  of  the  Al- 
lies. It  is  likely  that  a  solution  of 
Greek-British  differences  wlU  be  reached 
along  these  lines,  it  was  ssld. 


TORONTO,  Nov.  23.— "I  have  been

We  had  ta  hurry  around  at  Queliec  and 
get  some  straw -^tatti-cSiB^^id  blankets 
for  the  cars.  I  don't  mlnd'crltlcislnc 
tho  Government,  or  anybody  ^Ise  in  a  if 
matter  like  this..  These  cars  were  the 
rolling  stock  of  a  Government  railroad. 
As  a  medical  officer  I  will  not  stand  for 
that  sort  of  treatment  of  the  men."

reports  for  the  Austro-Oerman  and 
Bulgarian  troops  recount  tho  capture  of 
thousands  of  prisoners  and  many  guns 
from  the  Serbians.  But  from  the 
towns  mentioned,  tbeir  advance  appears 
very  slow.  It  may  be,  aj^  reported  from 
Italian  sources,  that  the  campaign  1* 
waiting  on  a  change  In  the  disposition 
of  the  armies,  so  that  the  Germans 
may  be  the  first  to  enter  Honastlr. 
This  would  avoid  the  trouble  likely  to 
arise  through  Greek  objection  to  Bul- 
garian occupation  bt  the  city,  which  is 
so  near  the  border. 

Dispatches  from  Athens,  however, 
state  that  the  delay  is  due  to  the  fact 
,  that  the  Serbians  have  defeated  the  Bul- 
garians, who  were  advancing  on  the 
town,  and  that  the  Serbians  have  re- 
occupied  their  front  on  the  Veles-Ped- 
lepe  line.  Perhaps  the  real  reason  for 
the  slowness  of  the  Invaders'  progresa 
arises  from  difficulties  In   transport 

Nothing  of  importance  haa  occurred 
on  the  other  fronts.  The  Austfo-Oer-, 
mans,  according  to  the  Russian  reports, 
commenced  an  offensive  In  Oa- 
Ucia,  and  actually  moved  some  ad- 
vance guards  across  the  Strips,  but 
since  then  no  news  has  been  rec«lved, 
the  Germans  apparently  not  considering 
the  operation  worthy  of  mention  in 
their  official  report 

In  the  West,  artillery  is  still  active, 
and  the  arrival  of  dear,  cold  weather, 
may  possibly  bring  an  offensive  move- 
ment on  one  aide  or  the  other.  The 
Germans  are  reported  to  have  brought 
large  reinforcements  to  Flanders,  but 
whether  for  offensive  or  defensive  pur- 
poses time  alone  will  tell.

ATHENS,  Nov.  21.  via  London,  .Vov. 
23. — <By  Martin  H.  Donohue) — Lord 
Kitchener  has  come  and  gone  and  the 
result  of  his  visit  and  of  hie  audience 
with  the  King  and  Interview  with  th«> 
Premier  Is  that  the  political  situation 
seems  easier,  though  the  tension  Is  not 
entirely  relaxed. 

WbUe  the  governinent  has  not  made 
any  offldal  communication  on  tbe  sub- 
ject. It  Is  certain  that  an  accord  'c*n 
be  reached  b<^twcen  Oroece  and  the  En- 
tente Powers.  Tho  British  War  Minis- 
ter had  certain  ilefenfilvc  proposals, 
which  he  prevented  In  the  businesslike 
yet  courageous  way  which  beflts  the 
man  of  action.  I  learn  that  Lord 
Kitchener  was  impressed  and  gratlflod 
by   the  royal   audience. 

In  a  cordial  way  the  two  •oldlers 
discussed  topics  of  military  Interest. 
King  Constantine  has  a  profound  ad- 
miration for  Lord  Kitchener.  Presently 
the  conv«r8atl«n  turned  on  the  burn- 
ing topic  of  Greece's  attitude  in  the 
Balkan  problem.  In  this  I  am  able  to 
say  that  the  King  nfllrmed  strongly  the 
wish  of  his  country  and  himself  to 
continue  the  atltiitle  of  benevolent  neu- 
trality toward  th^  Arties. 

He  pointed  out  the  grave  diinculties 
which  beset  *'1s  efforts  to  carry  out 
what  ho  con.'ctenllously  believed  to  be 
his  duty.  He  added  that  error  and 
misapprehension  had  unhappily  arisen. 
There  had  bwn  attempts  to  estrange 
Oreeee  and  the  Allied  powers.  Oreeca. 
however,  was  not  to  be  blamed.  Mer 
attitude  would   continue  to  be  correct.

ROME,  Nov.  i8.— (By  Dr.  Dillon)— 
Greece's  decision  la  awaited  here  'with 
eager  Interest  and  less  pessimism  than 
has    been    displayed    in    other    capitals. 

Like  Ferdinand  of  Bulgaria,  King 
Constantine  of  Greece,  although  bound 
fo  the  Kuiser  by  a  deflnlte  promise, 
neither  Is,  nor  feels  himself  obliged  to 
make  ruinous  sacriflces  with  no  hope  of 
return  merely  in  order  lo  redeem  his 
plighted  word.  Neither  would  his 
brother-in-law  insist  on  any  such  pe- 
dantic ndellty.  For  Germany's  party 
would  suffer  severely  if  her  ally  were 
to  begin  work -of  oo-operatton  by  sus- 
taining a  knookc^ut  blow  whlcb  would 
disable   her   permanently. 

That  Is  why  Constantine  Is  not 
bound  to  mora  than  neutrality,  or.  If 
the  occasion  aerved.  to  military  occu- 
pation of  certain  places.  In  a  word,  the 
role  assigned  by  changing  circum- 
stances is  extensive  and  was  recogulxed 
at  the  outset. 

That  is  why  I  always  held  that '  the 
timely  exhibition  of  force  in  measures 
by  the  Allies  would  solve  the  problem 
and  win  tor  them  the  oo-operatlon  not 
only  of  Oreeee,  but  of  Ronmania.  .  U 
tbat  course  is  taken  tho  result  will 
answer  reasonable  expectations,  but  not 
otherwise. 

It  is  assumed  here  that  a  convention, 
carefully  worded  and  finally  ratified, 
exists  between  Bulgaria,  and  Oreeee. 
No  trustworihy  evidence  of  such  an  ar- 
rangement has  reached  me,  whereas  I 
am  awar^  of  stipulations  between  the 
King  and  the  Kaiser.  I  also  have  evi- 
dence that  the  Bulgarians'  military  aid 
Has  been^  vouched  for  by  Constantino's 
|;rother7ln-Iaw,  who  was  also  notified  of 
Greece's  promises  to  Ferdinand  of  Bul- 
garia and  of  the  specific  oiature  of  the 
recompense  each  will  receive  from  Ger- 
many. 

It  Is  the  firm  conviction  of  the 
Italian  general  staft,  whose  Judgment 
carries  decisive  weight  with  the  cabinet, 
that  Italy  can  most  effectively  further 
the  action  against  tbe  Bulgars  In  Ser- 
bia and  against  the  Turks  in  the  Dar-

Raymur.  The  city  at  present  has  on 
deposit  with  the  Bank  of  British  North 
America  slightly  less  than  92.000,000 
in  the  sinking  fund.  This  amount  is 
drawing  4  per  cent  interest  An  a»> 
rangement  between  <  the  elty  and  «he 
bank  exists  whereby  tba  city  abull  not 
withdraw  any  portion  of  such  sinking 
fund  without  giving  notice  of  its  Inten- 
tion to  do  so.  but  Alderman  MeKelll 
suggested,  there  should  be  no  dUBoulty 
in  arranging  that  a  sum  from  98(0,000 
to  9B00.000  from  the  sinking  fund  could 
be  devoted  to  purchasing  stock  in  the 
new  war  loan. 

Most  of  the  sinking  fund  at  present 
consists  of  money  deposited  an  account 
of  short-term  bonds  which  will  mature 
within  the  next  ten  years.  But  a.  con- 
siderable amount  is  against  long-term 
loans  of  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  years, 
and  these  funds  are  annually  increasing. 
but  will  not  be  required  to  meet  the 
obligations  under  •  which  they  were 
created  for  many  years  after  the  data' 
on  which  the  Government  war  loan  falla' 
due,  vis.,  December  1,  1925.  It  has  al- 
ways been  the  policy  of  the  city  to  Keep 
Its  sinking  funds  In  cash  so  as  to  meet 
calls  by  bondholders  as  they  fall  due, 
and  this  policy  has "  given  the  clty^  a 
high  standing  with  Investors.  But  in 
the  case  of  the  long-term  loans  the  cash 
now  on  deposit  would  be  In  the  shape  of 
Government  bonds,  the  negotiability  and 
soundness  of  which  would  be  such  that 
the  security  of  the  bondholders  would 
not  be  Impaired. 

Fatrlotlo  AetloB 
The  city's  participation  In  the  war 
loan  would  be  a  patriotic  action.  It 
would  be  an  excellent  advertisement, 
and.  what  is  equally  lm|>oriant,  It  would 
be  good  businesB,  as  a  large  amount 
which  now  Is  bringing  4  per  cent  In- 
terest to  the  city  would  be  drawing 
over  S  per  cent.  The  city  has  the  legal 
power  to  Invest  its  .sinking  fund  in 
Provincial  or  r>omlnlon  securities,  and 
there  appears  no  reason  why  a  sub- 
stantial sum  could  not  be  invested  In 
the  war  loan.  e<ipeclally  in  the  case  of 
money  upon  which  no  call  would  be  re- 
ceived from  thtj  bondholders  until  a 
time  long  anterior  to  that  on  which  the 
/  Government  stipulates  to  repay  1^  war 
loan. 

Tiie  matter  will  be  further  dltev.issed 
by  meiTkbers  of  the  Council  todsy,  and 
probably  some  decision  will  be  reached. 
It  Is  the  belief  that  the  Dominion  Gov- 
ernment, when  it  ascertains  the  out- 
come of  the  present  flotation,  will  feel 
Justifled  In  floating  another  lean  on 
similar  termc.  and  if  the  city  does  not 
participate  in  the  present  floation  there 
will  doubtless  be  opportunity  to  do  so 
later.

In  fact  have  already  paaaed  the 
senltb  of  their  atrength,  though  they 
still  are  powerful  enough  to  prolong  the 
struggle  for  a  lon^  time. 

"Secondly,  it  aeems  to  me  that  thia 
new  battle '  ground  in  the  Balkans  oltera 
favorable  condltlona  to  the  Alliea.  Their 
poaition  in  the  Weat  moat  be  atrong 
enough  for  them  to  hold  on  and  at  the 
same  time  detach  large  portions  of 
troops  for  uae  Ir)  the  Ralkana. '  It  ia  Im- 
portant that  you  ahould  cut  off  Germany 
from  the  auppliea  of  minerals  and  men 
waiting  for  her  In  Turkey. 

"The  moral' effect  on  Greece  and  Rou- 
mania  of  an  Allied  auccesa  In  the  Al- 
bans would  be  great  A  German  reverse 
in  the  Balkana,  too,  would  have  moat 
serious  effects  for  them  at  home. 

"The  German  people  have  been  prom- 
Ised  so  much  and  been  so  often  dlaai>- 
polnt^.  flrat  at'^Parls.  then  (Talala,  then 
In  the  expected  aurrender  of  Ruaaia 
after  the  taking  of  Waraaw,  and  If  thia 
new  enterprlao,  with  Ita  much  trumpeted 
road  to  SSgypt  turaa  out  another  failure, 
things  In  the  Interior  oY  Gennany  may 
well  be  dlaaatroua." 

M.  Venlseloe  apoke.  too.  of  the  great 
effect  the  German  prot>aganda  In-  the 
Balkans  had  had  ypon  «  Greek  public 
opinion. 

"Thanks  to  this  propaganda,"  he  aald. 
"a  great  port  of  the  Greek  people,  atHl 
ardently  dealrlng  the  victory  of  the 
Alliea,  believe  not  that  Germany  will 
win,  but  that  ahe  haa  won  already."

Germane  before  Riga.  The  German  re- 
port of  a  violent  offensive  on  tha  part 
of  the  AUiea  at  the  Dardanellea  waa 
rolterat^l,  but  .no  official  conflrmatlon 
has  been  received.

In  Ruasla  a  drlvo  that 
wis  expected  to  paralyse  the  great 
northern  Empire  haa  proved  a  coatly 
failure  ao.  far  as  declalve  reaulta  are 
concerned.  The  effort  a«alnst  Egypt 
failed.  The  attack,  upon  the  Btt^sian 
borders  in  the  Caucasus  haa  been  fruit- 
less of  anticipated  reaulta.  Tho^  aub- 
marlne-  blockade  of  tbe  United  Kingdom 
has  been  a  ghastly  flaaco.  Are  we  to 
witness  another  failure  of  the  tatfoy  in 
the  Balkans.

.  Among  the  mapy  brave ^ and  devoted 
a'omen  who  bare  apent  the  paat  year 
in  '  mlHtary  hoapiUla  la  Stater  Martin 
Nlcholaon.  Yet  not  many  have  had  aa 
wide  an  experience  aa  ahe.  Hurrying 
acroas  to  Belgium  at  the  outbreak  of 
the  war,  ahe  was  expelled  with  other 
Med  Croaa  nurses  not  long  after  the 
capture  of  Bruaaela.  and  lent  by  a  cir- 
cultoua  route  to  neutral  territory  in 
l>enmark.  Vqlun.teering  there  for  ser- 
vice In  Russia,  a  far  loliger  Journey 
brought  b«r  flrat  to  Petrograd,  after- 
warda  to  Waraaw,  where  she  served 
aa  a  Red  Oreaa  aiater.  After  that  aha 
came  back  to  France,  and  tn  October 
wa«  back  in  Bngland  «gain  as  an  In- 
valid needing  a  reat  after  experiences 
more  trying  than  Iwve  before  fallen 
to  the  lot  of  many  women.  The  Lady's 
Pictorial  gives  a  long  and  interesting 
sketch  of  the  expertenees  of  thia  nurae, 
taken  fronk^  her  own  llpa. 

Leaving  finglaAd  tfn  August  l»th. 
Ill 4,  Mra.  MIcholaon  was  among  the 
last  of  the  passengera  who  Journeyed 
from  Oatend  to  Bruaaela.  #he  waa  a 
good ,  linguist,  having  lived  much  tn 
Belgium  and  France  since  childhood. 
Arriving  In  Bruaaela  at  the  same  time 
aa  the  invading  army,  the.  aiater  work- 
ed first  in  the  great  military  hospital 
where  foldiera  of  both  armies  were 
being  cared  for.  Here  sbe  saw  many 
evidences  of  the  cruMty  of  the  invad- 
ers, now,  ala*,  no  longer  unfamiliar 
to  the  whole  world. 

Before  long  Mrs.  Nicholson  was  mov- 
ed to  King  Albert's  Palace,  which,  turn- 
ed Into  a  hospital  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  was  used  for  wounded  aer- 
man  offleers.  These  were  tended  by 
Ur.  lot  Page  and  Dr.  I^boeuf,  two 
eminent  Belgian  physicians.  "Their 
skill,"  she  says,  "wax  freely  exercised 
on  behalf  of  those  who  had  ravaged 
their  native  land,  murdered  their  peo- 
ple, destroyed  their  hlstorlo  monu- 
ments, and  desecrated  their  churches." 
She  adds  that  the  wife  of  Dr.  T.,e  Page. 
who  had  devotedly  tended  the  wounded 
was  one  of  the  victims  "f  the  Lusltania 
outrage. 

It  will  t*A«\l:-  be  believed  that  the 
atory  of  the  nurses  In  Belgium  was 
anything  but.  pleaaant.  even  before  they 
fell  under  the  suspicion  of  the  German 
authorities  because  news  of  what  had 
heen  going  on  In  the  rountry  had 
reached  England.  They  were  then  or- 
dered out  of  the  hospitals  rnd  ambu- 
lances. At  Sret  they  expected  to  be 
imprisoned,  but  it  vras  afterwards  de- 
cided  to   expel   them.     This  was   done 


With  little  enough  consideration  for 
their  sex  ana  unnecessary  harshness. 
It  took  four  days  and  nights  to  reach 
the  Danish  frontier.  Here  kre.  Nichol- 
son met  Prince  Oustav,  nephew  of  the 
i>owttger  tCmpreas  of  Itusaia,  who  ad- 
vised ^ci'  and  three  companions  who 
oiu  not  want  to  return  with  the  rest 
of  the  company  to  £;nglanu,  to  volun- 
teer thc^r  services  to  the  Russian  Red 
Cross. 

By  way  of  Sweden,  Finland  and  Lap- 
land, they  reached  Kusela,  and  were 
taken  to  Petrograd.  After  a  fortnight 
or  rest,  during  which  they  saw  and 
Were  charmed  with,  the  mother  of  t*»ar 
Nlcholaa,  the  nurses  went  In  the 
eiowded   train  to   Warsaw. 

Mrs.  Nlchdlsun  was  greatly  impressed 
Willi  the  cheerfulness  and  courtesy  of 
the  Kuasian  soldiers,  their  patient  en- 
durance of  pain,  and  their  faith  in  God 
and  uUiniate  vltlol-y.  A  CUBtom  WWch 
pleaaed  the  ifurse  waa  the  prcaence 
in  the  hoapluls  of  the  little  children 
carrying  flowers  and  fruit  and  cigar- 
ettes to  the  wounded. 

Though  Mrs.  Martin  Nicholson  In- 
tends to  write  a  book  she  Is  very  much 
of  a  nurse,  and  11  is  nearly  certain  that 
If  she  regains  her  health  and  the  war 
continues  she  will  go  back  to  the  Red 
Cross  hospitals,  deferring  the  less  Im- 
portant task  till  the  return  of  peace. 
Mhe  closed  the  Interview  by  relating 
the  following  incident: 

In  a  bare  room  of  one  of  the  few 
homes  left  standing  In  a  certain  vil- 
lage af  the  back  of  the  front  "some- 
where in  I<tance."  a  man  lay  dying. 
He  called  me  to  him. 

"Tm  dying,'  Sister,  am  I  not?* 

"I  nodded. 

"  -Then  will  you  do  something  for 
meV 

"I  nodded  again. 

"  'As  I  can't  kneel.  Sister,  seeing  that 
I've  no  legs,  will  you,  and  Just  say  the 
LiOrd's  Prayer  for  met* 

"It  was  very  quiet  as  I  knelt  and 
the  orderly  stood  at  attention,  and 
others  took  up  in  faint  whispers  the 
words  as  they  fell  from  my  lips.  At 
last  1  reached  the  'Deliver  us  from 
evil,  for  Thine  Is  the  Kingdom,  the 
Power,  and  the  Qlory  for  ever  and 
ever.  Amen.'  And  when  1  rose  I  saw 
that  the  soldier  had  gone  to  his  long 
rest  amid  the  muffled  thunder  of  the 
guns.  A  fltting  requiem  for  a  brave 
and  trustful  soul." 


A  »n,r*  aoUUer 
His  friends  as  well  as  all  teachers 
In  the  Province  will  be  proud  to  learn 
of  the  honor  done  to  Lieut.  John  Ander- 
son, a  former  teacher.  As  a  youth,  An- 
derson was  not  only  an  excellent  teach- 
er, but  a  manly  fellow  who  could  hold 
his  own  In  all  outdoor  sports.  His 
mother  and  sisters,  who  live  here,  are 
to  be  congratulated  on  hearing  that  he 
has  won  the  Military  Cross.  Two  of 
his  sinters  have  done  valuable  service 
on  the  teaching  s^aff  of  this  «itv.

The  people  of  Victoria  are  to  be 
asked  for  money  enough  to  ensure  the 
comfort  of  the  wives  and  children  and 
other  dependents  of  the  soldiers  who 
are  on  active  service.  In  a  matter  of 
thlH  kind  much  depends  upon  the  wo- 
men, especially  tho  women  who. are  not 
rich. 

What  ought  we  to  do  or  to  ask  our 
husbands  or  other  wage-earners  to  do? 
Those  whose  sons  or  husbands  are  at 
the  front  should  not  be  allowed  to  suf- 
fer privation.  There  are  In  the  world 
today  tens  of  thousands  of  people  in 
poverty  and  dread.  We  have  dur  own 
share  of  sorrow  and  anxiety  and  grief 
to  bear.  But  we  are  safe  and  no  one 
who  sees  the  women  on  the  streets  or 
the  children  In  the  eonools  will  think 
that  there  Is  much  poverty  In  our  city 
or  Island.

"^  A  great  deal  has  been  said  lately 
about  dishanest^  among  public  men. 
Most  of  us  arc  ready  Ui  condemn  fraod 
unsparingly  when  It  touches  our  own 
Intejrests.  Vl'e  have  little  mercy  on  the 
burglar  who  carries  away  our  silver  or 
tAe  sneak-thlef  who  robs  our  pantry. 
And  yet  an  article  In  The  Watchman 
Rxamlner  on  what  It  calls  "respectable 
dishonesty"  puts  In  very  plain  words 
forms  of  dlshoneaty  of  which  too  many 
are  guilty: 

"Defrauding  corporatlona.  .  such  as 
railway  companies,  of  their  dues  la 
theft,  though  some  men  pride  them- 
selves 'on  getting  the  better  of  a  cor- 
poration.' Extortion,  or  taking  advan- 
tage of  a  man's  misfortune,  is  theft, 
though  the  human  buszards  that  prac- 
tise It  are  common  In  our  day.  De- 
frauding laborers  of  their  Juft  wage 
is  tlieft,  though  the  act  may  be  covered 
up  with  learned  statements  about  eco- 
nomic conditions.  Defrauding  employ- 
ers of  service  due  them  Is  theft, 
though  so  many  otherwise  honorable 
men  do  as  little  for  their  wages  as  pos- 
sible. The  adulteration  of  all  manufac- 
tured articles  Is  theft,  though  the  prac- 
tice  is  so  common  ihat  one  rarely  gets 
exactly  what  he  pays  for.  Light  weight 
and  short  measure  are  theft,  though  the 
Government  sinks  thousands  of  false 
weights  and  short  measures  In  the  sea 
every  year  without  arousing  any  pub- 
lic interest  whatever.  False  representa- 
tion of  goods  is  theft,  though  clerks 
everywhere  are  adepts  at  the  practice. 
Deceptive  advertising  Is  theft,  though 
the  department  stores  of  all  our  cities 
would  fail  in  a  year  if  they  lost  as 
much  money  as  their  advertisements  .of 
bargains  allege.  Refusal  to  pay  honest 
debts  Is  theft,  though  the  man  who 
thus  steals  would  be  far  from  picking 
your  pocket.  Tardiness  In  paying  hon- 
est debts  la  theft,  though  few  men 
realise  that  they  are  thus  robbing  other 
men  of  the  use  of  their  money.  The 
making  of  debts  when  one  knows  of  no 
way  by  which  he  can  pay  them  is  peril- 
ously near  to  theft  The  borrowing  of 
money  under  a  definite  promise  to  pay 
back  at  a  definite  time,  when  one  has 
no  way  of  getting  the  money  to  return 
except  by  finding  It  on  the  highway. 
Is  also  pretty  near  to  theft" 

One  is  reminded  of  the  old  question 
oonoernlng  the  ten  righteous  men.  The 
paragraph  will  bear  careful  reading. 

Vhe^  VeeUe-WaSed 

What  Is  being  done  on  a  great  scale 
In  New  Tork  should  be  done  on  a  small- 
er scale  In  every  city  in  the  world. 

Kight  years  ago  it  was  found  that 
there  were  a  great  number  of  feeble- 
minded children  In  the  schools  of  New 
Tork.  These  children  were  not  learning 
anything  that  could  be  of  use  to  them, 
and  the  probability  was  that  they  would 
grow  up  to  be  a  burden  on  society  and 
a  menace  to  It  . 

It  was  resolved  to  provide  a~  place 
where  auch  children  would  be  Uught  all 
they  are  capable  of  learning,  where 
they  should  be  useful  and  happy  and 
be  free  from  the  danger  St  Injuring 
others  or  being  themselves  injured. 

A  village  has  been  established  among 
the  hills  IB  the  State  of  New  York.  It 
Is  Intended  eventually  to  accomAiodate 
three  thousand  persons.  When  the  Gov- 
ernor went  down  the  other  day  to  lay 
the  <corner  stone  of  the  attendant's 
home,  there  were  three  hundred  and 
thirty  young  people  at  Lotrhwortli  \I1-* 
lege.  Dr.  Little  Is  the  superintendent, 
and  he  has  divided  the  inhabitants  into 
groups  according  to  their  fitness  for 
work  or  capability  of  Improvement 
Work  and  play  varying  according 
to  the  seasons  Is  provided  for 
all.  Those  who  cannot  care  for  them- 
selves are  waited  upon,  and  It  is  hoped 
that  the  village  will  be  a  permanent,  a 
healthy  and  a  happy  home  for  those 
who  cannot  hold  their  own  In  the 
n'orld  of  normal  life. 

Tn  our  own  Provlnee.  as  In  other  parts 
of  Canada,  there  ere  young  people  who 
should  b«>  provided  for  and  protected 
as  well  kg  taught.  True  economy  as 
well  as  humanity  calls  for  their  proper 
care  In  some  such  way  as  that  pro- 
vi^Ted   at   Letchworth   village.

Long  rHnge  wireless  communication 
t>etween  the  British  Columbia  Coast 
stations  and  vessels  on  the  Pacific 
Ocean,  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
ships  of  the  Japanese  lines,  which  are 
fitted  with  an  Improved  Telefunken 
system,  have  long  been  an  ordinary  oc- 
currence, according  to  Mr.  Eddie  Haugh- 
ton.  superintendent  of  the  British  Co- 
lumbia wireless  Htatlon.<9,  who  expressed 
no  surprise  when  tR'e  above  dispatch 
was  brought  to  his  notice  last  night 
H,-  stated  that  the  Japanese  ateamera 
invariably  get  in  touch  with  the  sta-

It  woH  pointed  nut  by  the  wireless 
superintendent  that  conditions  during 
the  Winter  months  were  very  favorable 
to  long  distance  wireleas  communica- 
tion, tnanmuch  as  there  were  no  atmos 
phcric  disturbances  to  interfere  with 
the  transmission  of  aerial  waves.

VANCOUVER;  B.  C,  Nov.  23.— The 
New  England  Fish  Company'a  ateamer 
New  England,  which  haa  arrived  here 
frpjfi  tl^e  Nfffth)  fepffrte  having  aighted 
aignala  of  dlstreaa  flying  from  Oreen 
Island  lighthouse  on  November  19. 

A  dory  was  sent  ashore  and  it  was 
then  discovered  that  the  llghtkeeper  and 
his  family  a'ere  absolutely  out  of  food, 
owing  to  unexpected  guests.  It  appears 
that  a  Japanese  flshing  boat,  plying  out 
of  Prince  Rupert  and  the  Skeena,  had 
been  driven  ashore.  The  crew  of  three 
reached  Green  Island  light  but  aa  the 
supply  of  provisions  waa  abort  the  three 
extra  appetitea  gave  rise  to  a  serious 
problem.  The  New  England  took  the 
three  Japanese  off  and  aent  aome  "grub" 
to  the  lighthouae.  Manager  A.  L.  Hager 
nottfled  Captain  Oeorge  Robertaon,  of 
tha  Department  of  Marine,  at  Victoria, 
of  the  plight  ot  the  lighthouse  family 
and  also  notified  the  immigration  de- 
partment of  the  preaence  of  the  three 
Japanese.  It  then  waa  dlacloaed  that 
the  three  Orlentala  were  naturaliaed 
Oanadlana.  Aa  the  New  EIngland  is  an 
American  ateamer,  Mr.  Hager  deemed  it 
neceaaary  to  notify  all  tbe  Canadian 
authorities  neoesaary  for  stopping  at  a 
Canadian  Obvernment  lighthouse  and  he 
has  received  the  thanka  of  the  various 
departmenta  for  th«  action  bla  vessel 
took. 

The  New  England's  skipper  also  re- 
ported the  Seattle  flatalng  Achooner  Pro- 
gress on  the  beach  at  Yakatat  Harbor, 
and  the  Tyee,  alao  of  Seattle,  waa  leak- 
ing and  using  her  pumps  day  and  night 
and  the  remainder  of  the  flshing  boats 
operating  off  the  coast  are  being  bat- 
tered about  by  the  violent   weather. 

From  the  skipper's  report  to  Mr.  A. 
L.  Hager  it  waa  learned  that  the 
schooner  Progress  bad  her  starnpost 
ripped  away  in  a  raging  gale.  With- 
out the  Btempost  to  which  tbe  rudder 
is  attached  tbe  ateamer  was  at  the 
mercy  of  the  big  seas.  Her  aklpper 
managed  to  beach  her  la  Takutat  Har- 
bor. ,  Another  boat  of  the  eame  com- 
pany, the  Tyee,  la  leaking  badly.  Both 
these  steamcra,  were  reported  recently 
to  have  good  catchea  on  board.  The 
news  of  their  plight  will  come  aa  an 
unpleasant  surprise  to  their  ownera. 
Both   ateamera  are  comparatively  new. 

The  violent  weather  that  the  flshing 
fleet  are  experiencing  la  playing  havoc 
with  the  catches  and  with  the  fleet  it- 
self. The  New  England  arrived  in  port 
minus  much  of  Her  ground  tackle.  She 
lost  her  cable  and  anchor  and  all  tha 
co4l  that  was  stowed  on  deck.  The 
Knickerbocker,  which  put  into  Prince 
Rupert  with  75,000  pounds  of  halibut 
was  also  minus  much  of  her  equipment 
The  remainder  of  the  flshing  fleet  is 
being  tossed  about  in  the  flshing  waters 
and  all  are  without  flah.  Tbe  galea 
hit\-e  played  havoc  with  them  and  all 
have   lost  part   of   their   tackle.

Nothing 
Impreases  a  visitor  more' than  the  apirlt 
"•t-  tl^e  fJee^  Tou  may  ludge  a  man'a 
iortuae  \^V  often  from  bis  health;  it  ^s 
tha  Index  of  his  mental  outlook.  Tha 
British  Navy  haa  never  been  more 
healthy  than  tdday.  4rter  nearly  IS 
montha  'of  anxloua  watching  and  wait- 
ing, endleba  comlngi  and  goings.  Not 
boastfully  confident,  its  moral  aacen- 
dancy  over  the  enemy  h^S  sro^n  with 
the  passage  of  the  many  weeks.  "We 
have  very  little  sickneaa."  one  of -the 
Admirals  of  the  Grand  Fleet  declared: 
'because  we  are  watching  we  are  not 
repining.  I  was  looking  through  the 
health  retuma  oplytba  Spier  day,  and 
In  my  division  tha  average  number  of 
caaes  of  sickness  per  ship  was  less  than 
11.  You  know  how  large  the  crew*  are, 
and  you  alao  know  that  a  man  who  is 
not  in  the  pink  of  condition  is  regarded 
aa  unfit  for:di|ty  ami  la  put  on  the  sick 
list,  so  you  can  Judge  what  it  meana" 

The  men  are  keen  as  the  edge  of  the 
best  Sheffield  raxor.  Their  days  ara 
apant  in  preparing  for  tha  ordeal  of 
battle— they  hardly  regard  it  aa  an  or- 
Oaak.  They  .do  not  devote  their  leiaure 
to  killing  the  enemy  with  their  mouth: 
they  have  cndleas  means  of  recreation. 
I  Paaaed  one  field  where  the  football 
poets  were  being  put  up  in  readiness  for 
Saturday's  game.  There  are  boxing 
conteata;  concerto  are  held:  leeturea  kre 
delivered;  the  akipping-ropa  even  la  not 
banned;  a  form  of  Swedlah  exarolae  la 
oontlhually  praotiaed;  chess,  draughta 
and  other  games  are  played;  the  gtamo* 
phone  grinds  out  Its  melodies;  one  ship 
haa  an  almoat, nightly  cinema  show  for 
men  off  watch.

in  the  world— tha  great  ahlpa  of  the 
battle-cruiser  squadron,  which  on  two 
occasions  has  met  the  enemy.  Two  of 
the  vessels — the  Inflexible  and  Invinci- 
^bie— indeed  bumped  into  the  Germans 
;^  another  time — off  the  Falklands;  and 
thara  waa  only  one  German  ahlp  left 
'and  for  a  short  time  merely,  when  they 
bad  finished  their  work.  Tha  scene  Is 
one  which  would  have  filled  Whistler 
with  delight.  The  great  gaunt  hllla 
encircling  tha  acene  are  enahrouded  In 
clouds.  The  ships  sUnd  out  from  the 
background  indiatlnct  and,  therefore,  all 
the  more  menacing — shadows  of  awful 
auggestlon  of  power.  They  look  aa 
though  they  were  restrained  with  dif- 
ficulty from  Inatantly  steaming  forth  at 
the  raVe  of  an  expreas  train  to  over- 
whelm the  foe.  The  suggestion  rested. 
Indeed,  on  fact — these  long  ships  form 
what  sailors  call  the  "cat  squadron." 
It  is  aa  though  a  cat  sat  over  a  hole 
waiting  for  a  niouae  to  appear  and 
ready  to  pounce  upon  It.  The  battle- 
cruiaer  waa  a  stroke  of  genius— Lord 
Fisher's  genius,  it  la  tha  only  armored 
veaael  which  has  badly  punished  the 
enemy.  These  ahips  combine  the  speed 
of  a  destroyer  with  the  gun-power  of  a 
battleship.  They  are  the  armadillos  of 
the  fleet,  swift  with  the  power  of  a 
hundred  thouaand  horses  behind  each 
bow.  protected,  like  tha  American 
quadruped,  with  platea  not  of  bone,  but 
of  armor,  and  able  to  overtake  and  gob- 
ble up  almoat  anything  afloat  flying 
the  enemy'a  flag. 

■blp'a  Mbnralona  Bagtaaa 

Six  to  aeven  hundred  feet  long,  and 
from  70  to  nearly  1*0  feet  broad 
—varying  according  to  also  and  parti- 
cular design— they  were  built  for  speed. 
Any  nation  can  -buy  guns  and  armoi", 
but  only  a  rich  nation  can  afford  speed. 
The  capital  coat  is  almost  prohibitive: 
iha  running,  cost  Is  greater  than  was 
ever  known  before  since  ships  were 
built  The  guns  of  a  battle-cruiser 
cost  about  one-fifth  of  the  sum  spent 
uppn  the  engines  and  boilers  to  enable 
her  to  tear  through  the  water  after 
her  quarry  at  a  rate  six  times  greater 
than  that  of  the  old  Victory  when  aha 
brougbt  Nelson  back  from  the  West  In- 
dies with  Vllleneuve  in  chaae.  When 
one  ta  confronted  with  a  apecimen  of 
theae  marvelloua  engines  of  British  na- 
val power,  one  gains  some  conception 
of  their  cost — stupendous  In  relation  to 
tha  apparent  else.  Today  we  know 
that  the*  battle-crulaera  are  worth  their 
weight  in  gold,  but  time  was  when  men 
grumbled  at  the  expenditure  of  two 
millions  sterling  upon  a  single  man-of- 
war,  without  the  full  protection  of  the 
battleahip.  One  oannot  wonder  that 
auch  an  outlay  outraged  the  economic 
spirit  of  those  who.  unversed  in  naval 
affairs,  did  not  raalise  that  high  en- 
gine-pbwer  today  Is  what  the  weathar- 
gauge  waa  yeaterday.

Gsadually,  out  of  the  mUt.  the  forms 
of  nine  of  these  men-of-war  loomed, 
with  every  suggesUon  of  an  awaiting 
vengeance  agalnat  the  enemy.  The 
Hon.  the  Tiger,  the  Queen  Mary,  the 
Australia,  the  New  ISeaUnd,  and  the 
other  ahlpa  completed  a  unique  chain. 
What  would  Nelaon  have  thought? 
Th«re.  on  the  one  hand,  lay  the  great 
man-of-war  typtfytng  the  British  Uon. 
ready  to  spring  forth,  and  there,  on 
tha  other,  the  two  ahlpa  built  and  paid 
for  by  tha  great  Domlalona  overaeaa. 
and  manned  in  large  part  by  affleers 
and  men  from  those  outposts  of  the 
Kmpire.

Near  by  the  Uon.  bearing  the  flag  of 
Vlce-Admiral  Sir  David  Beatty,  lay  the 
battle-worn  Tiger.  Everyone  la  fa- 
miliar by  this  Uma  with  the  deUils  of 
the  spirited  engagement  whlcb  was 
fought  in  the  North  Sea  on  January 
24  last.  The  enemy  ventured  forth — 
and  he  has  not  been  seen  since— on 
some  mischief,  and  the  British  cruiser 
squadron  leapt  forth  from  Nowhere. 
British  engines  and  Brltlah  engineera 
esnabled  the  foe  to  be  brought  within 
range,  and  the  battle  was  Joined.  The 
Germane  wished  for  no  better  fate  than 
to  get  back  home.  As  they  raced 
through  the  water  the  British  battle- 
cruisers  pounded  after  them,  bringing 
their  more  powerful  guns  to  t>ear  with 
dtedly  resuK.  The  Blucher  was  sunk 
and  tha  Derffllnger  and  Seydlltz  in- 
jured. Ona  lucky  shot  put -the  Lion 
out  of  action,  but  not  before-  the  Ger- 
mans bad  been  mauled. 

Tha  enemy  has  told  the  it/Orli  that 
the  JTlger  went  to  the  bottom  of  tha 
North  Sea.  During  my  viait  to  the 
Grand  Fleet  I  visited  the  Tiger.  A 
Dutch  Journalist,  with  a  sense  of  hu- 
mor, who  waa  in  my  company— we  want 
Holland  to  know  the  things  that  are- 
remarked  as  be  stepped  on  the  deck, 
"Surely  this  Is  tha  largeat  aubmarine 
which  was  ever  seen.  My  countrymen, 
you  know,  have  been  assured .  tlnte  and 
again  by  the  Germans  that  this  ship 
lies  many  fathoma  deep.  How  did  you 
get  her  up?"  Today  the  Tiger  bears 
few  of  her  battle-acars;  they  have  been 
charmed  away  by  deft  workman.  Here 
and  there  her  aide  armor  is  slightly 
dented;  Capt.  Pelly  tella  you  that  a  shot 
hit  the  after-turret,  -but  its  effects  are 
hardly  noticeable;  and  you  learn  of  a 
projectile  which  found  a  billet  under 
the  conning  tower,  killing  and  maiming 
brave  men.  That  la  the  extent  of  the 
injuries  of  which  the  world  haa  heard  so 
much.  Battle-worn  the  Tiger  was.  but 
battle-worthy  she  remains,  as  the  Ger- 
mans may  yet  learn  when  her  13.5  In. 
guns  again  coma  into  action. 

Bver  on  the  alert  these  armadilloes 
of  the  Orand  Fleet  are  held  on  leaah.

The  BritUh  Fleet  cannot  bit  a  target 
which  is  never  In  view,  but  the  Germans 
cannot  hit  a  Urget  though  It  be  con- 
tinually preaented.  When  baatilitiea 
opened  the  Germana  put  faith  in  aub- 
marines  and  mlnea.  They  argued  that 
at  the  worst — from  their  point  of  view 
—these  two  agents  of  deatruction.  sin- 
ister and  novel  in  their  latest  develop- 
ment, would  force  the  British  Fleet  In- 
to inactivity;  at  the  best,  the  atrangth 
of  the  Grand  Fleet  would  be  worn 
down  by  a  proeeaa  of  attrition,  until  at 
laat  aometblng  approaching  equality  of 
naval  material  would  exist.  Neither  ob- 
ject has  been  attained.  The  Grand  Fleet 
haa  not  last  a  single  armored  ahlp.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  it  baa  been  rein- 
forced, and  is  today  stronger,  actually 
and  relatively,  than  w4ien  tha  war 
opened. 

One  of  our  admirals  exhibits  to  any 
inquirer  in  his  confidence  a  chart 
showing  the  graves  of  German  sub- 
marlnes,  which  have  fallen  the  vlctima 


to  the  vigdroua  offanslva-defcnslve 
measures  whloh  the  British  Navy  im- 
proviaed  with  spleiyUd  resourcefulness. 
How  many  have  gone?  Who  can  say? 
Some  may  have  aunk  of  which  tha  en- 
emy only  knows;. othara.taay  Have  only 
been  Injured,  and  escaped  destruction, 
which  the  Admiralty  thinks  deatroyed. 
One  thing,  however,  Is  certain.  The 
enemy's  plan  has  not  only  failed,  but 
In  endeavoring  to  carry  it  out  he  has 
been  badly  punished.  He  liaa  lost  not 
only  ahlps,  each  costing  from  £150,000 
to  fStO.OOO,  but  the  highly-trained 
crews  on  board.  And  not  merely  the 
working  crews  of  tlie  submarines,  but 
the  raw  hands  placed  on  board  for  the 
purpose  of  training,  so  as  to  be  ready 
for  new  submarines.  They  have  alli 
gone,  the  skilled  and  the  unskilled.  Tha

Another  scene  in  the  speetaele  whieh 
British  aea  power  presents.  This  time 
it  is  a  battle  squadron.  It  conatata  of 
eight  vessels,  and  the  very  names  are 
eloquent.  It  is  an  Imperial  squadron, 
though  paid  for  by  the  people  of  the 
British  Isles.

Before  me  are  ahlpa  of  all  aorta  and 
deacrlptiona,  which  lie  in  long  Itnea  on 
tha  face  of  the  waters.

Officers  and  men 
lived  on  "hard  tack."  tha  wind  sup- 
plied motive  power,  the  guna  flrad  com- 
paratively amaU  ahot,  and  conaequent- 
ly  e^ery  veaael  waa|  a  self-contained 
lyiit  The  heavlaat  ahot  used  at  Tra- 
falgar weighed,  if  I  remember  rightly, 
•1  Iba  In  the  Grand  Flibet  today  there 
are  many  acores  of  It  in.  guna  firing 
projectllea  of  t60  Iba..  and  provision 
must  b*  made  to  keep  even  more  dead- 
ly weapons  supplied  with,  their  essen- 
tial food.

"Ten  laws  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
California  have  all  been  beaten  at  the 
polls  by  referendum  vote.  There  were 
some  good  propositions  among  them. 
But  the  voters  seemed  to  be  sick  of 
referendum  action,  and 'were  inclined  to 
rote  down  everything  coming  in  this 
year,  reaching  the  wise  conclusion  that 
legtBlaturc*  were  created  for  the  purpoae 
of  making  lawa,  and  should  be  truated 
to  perform  the  function  for  which  they 
are  elected.  Tbe  man  who  doea  not 
know  enough  to  vote  for  a  good  legla- 
lator  doea  net  know  enough  to  vote  for 
a  good  law.  In  fact  the  choosing  of 
good  legislators  should  be  a  far  easier 
matter  than  making  laws  at  the  polls. 
Anyone  of  Intelligence  should  have  a 
good  Idea  of  the  qualifications  and  ten- 
dencies of  cajidldates.  But, the  making 
of  laws  requires  stud}*,  research,  in- 
vestigation by  oommltteea,  hearings  of 
intereated  parties,  deliberation,  study  of 
the  textual  provislona  of  the  bills  aa 
offered,  the  aearch  for  concealed  'Jokers,' 
and  so  on.  Action  at  the  polls  provides 
nothing  of  all  this.  Let  us  hope  that

Japaneae  ahipbuilding  yards  have 
been  kept  very  busy  alnce  last  Spring, 
when  there  waa  a  audden  rush  of  or- 
ders for  stcamern.  Notwithstanding 
the  undiminished  demand  for  space, 
however,  ordera  for  new  alilp*  have 
now  completely  ceased,  and  there  ure 
not  even  any  inqulriea  for  ships,  says 
Hbipping  Illustrated. 

It  Is  true  shipbuilders  have  their 
hands  full  with  order*  already  vbookeil, 
snd  themselves  declare  there  In  abso- 
lutely  no  room    for   furtlier  orders. 

In  the  early  part  of  next  year,  how- 
overy  a  number  of  steamers  now  uniler 
constrtictlon  will  be  launehed  in  rapid 
BucceaSton.  and  shipbuilders  hope  to  aet 
mora  orders  hy  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  reaaon  why  orders  have .  stopped 
is  chiefly  becausH  shlpbuiidlng  mater- 
ials have  greatly  Increased  in  vsliie,  ami 
a  comparatively  long  time  Is  required 
for  the  construction  of  ahlps  owing  to 
preaadro  of  work.  There  is  no  telling 
how  long  the  present  boom  In  shipping 
will  eoittinuc.  bo  it  is  only  natural  that 
capllallats  ahould  be  ahy  of  Investing 
much  money  in  building  ateamerH  when 
the  work  of  conatructlon  takes  a  lung 
time.  It  ia  therefore  doubtful  whether 
there  will  he  many  new  ordera  received 
by  the  end  of  the  rear.  The  Increase 
in  price  of  material  In  Japan  has  been 
due  chiefly  to  the  N4iM«n  steppage  of. 
the  largo  exports  of  ateel  plat«?  and  in- 
gota  from  Belgium  and  Germany,  to  tha 
Increased  freight  on  iron  ore  from 
Mpaln.  and  the  all-round  Ha«  in  the 
coat  of  production.  While  the  war  laata 
there  will  be  no  prospect  of  any  decline 
In  prices — there  may  even  b*  a  farthMr 
advance.  Since  .  Great  Britain  haa  ra- 
ceatly  placed  an  embargo  on  lh«  ax- 
P«rt  of  Btael.  though  permitting  tt  «o 
be  aebt  to  the  Allies  on  certain  condi- 
tion*^ Japane««  ahlpbulldera  lutvs  OwM 
oompelled  to. look  to  the  Knttad  #tat«a 
for  glmaat  all  ntaterial*  tbey  rBoalra, 
la  aypapathr  with  th«  strong  jnuimt 
In  Oreat  BriUin.  however,  aimllax.^- 
dltlona  prevail  in  ib«  Tnlted  Jltin#*.

Wa»-  IS--*!  w*«  learned 
from  an  aulharttalivo  source  today  that 
Frederic  C.  PmatMt.  tbe  Amartcan  Am- 
bassador to  Auatrta,  last  Saturday  de- 
livered to  tbe  r*rs**»  OSlee  an  Amer- 
ican nate  concerala*  the  sinking  of  tbe 
lUUan  steamer  Anbona.  the  contents  of 
which  «en«rally  correeponded  to  that 
wbicb  tbe  Ambaaaader  at  Rome  sub- 
mitted to  tbe  Italian  Government.  The 
embassy  baa  not  yet  received  an  answer 
to  tbe  note,  but  tbe  Associated  Preaa 
has  teamed  from  another  autborlUUve 
source  tttat  the  answer  Will  not  dtCFer 
mwti  from  the  already  published  state- 
ment of  Auatrla  concernlna  the  sinking 
of   the  liner. 

The  dtgalled  report  received  trom 
the  commander  of  tbe  submarine  wblob 
sank  tbe  Anoona  beara  out  In  ail  re- 
specu  blB  earlier  -  oommunleation.  It 
reiterates,  first,  -that  «be  Ancona,  "In 
accordance  with  instructions  of  tbe  lu- 
lian  Oovernment"  refused  to  halt;  sec- 
ond, that  the  submarine  commander  did 
everything  poaslble  to  protect  the  lives 
of  passengers,  and  third,  that  crew  of 
the  Ancona.  in  the  greatest  panic, 
thought  only  of  themselves  and  left 
tbe  women,  children  and  other  pas- 
sengers ><o  -their  fate. 

Of  Oensaa  MaanTaotase 
Tbe  assertion  that  tbe  submarine 
flred  upon  passengers  struggling  in  the 
water  is  characterised  by  officials  here 
as  an  absolute  Invention.  The  further 
assertion  that  the  submarine  was  A^ 
Oerman  craft,  owing  to  the  great  «ton- 
nsge.  jS"  explained  ~  here  as  poseiaiy-  uue 
to  the  fact  that  Austria-Hungary  or- 
dered a  short  time  before  the  outbreak 
of  the  war  a  number  of  large  subma- 
rines In  Germany  which  lately  have 
been  delivered  In  the  AdrUtIc/ 

It  was  declared  at  tbe  marine  section 
of  the  War  Office  today  that  tbe  facts 
concerning  the  sinking  of  the  Ancona 
had  been  established.  •■  The  submarine 
signalled  an  order  to  tbe  Ancona  to 
stop.  The  Ancona  did  not  heed  the  sig- 
nal, and  attempted  to  escape.  The  sub- 
marine then  flred  one  shot  ahead  and 
one  astern  of  the  Ancona.  aiming  to 
miss  the  vessel,  but  this,  measure  was 
unavailing  in  causing  her  to  stop.  The 
submarine  then  proceeded  to  chase  tho 
Ancona.  . 

It  quickly  overhauled  h«r  and  tbe 
liner  then  stopped.   ' 

The  commander  of  the  submarine 
thereupon  gave  forty-flve  minutes  to  the 
passeniiers  and  crew  to  leave  the  An- 
cona. The  greatest  excitement  imme- 
diately followed.  Passengers,  unfami- 
liar with  the  handling  of  boats,  upset 
boats  which  they  attempted  to  launch. 
As  another  craft  under  full  spe^  waa 
approaching  from  the  distance,  and  as 
the  time  limit  had  almost  expired,  the 
submarine  flred  a  shot  as  a  warning  for 
tiaste,  but  not  aiming  at  the  Ancona. 

The  submarine  again  waited,  but  as 
tbe  steamer  waa  rapidly  approaching 
tbe  commander  decided  to  torpedo  the 
Ancona  near  her  bows,  eo  that  she 
would  aink  only  slowly.  The  com- 
mander's belief  that  the  steamer  would 
remain  afloat  proved  true,  as  the  An- 
cona disappeared  under  the  -waves  only 
after  three  quarters  of  an  hour. 
Attempt   at  Jaatlfleatloa 

As  JustlflcatiOB-  for     the     submarine's 
action,    tbe      Associated      Press      corre- 
spondent was  shown  a  copy  of  alleged 
secret   instructions   said     to   have   been 
issued    by    the    Italian     Oovornmcnt    to 
tlie  masters  of  Italian  ships.     These  In- 
atructlons   demand    that    an   attempt   be 
made  unc|er  all  circumstances  to  escape 
attacks    by   submarines,    first    by    disre- 
garding orders  to  halt,  and,  second,  by 
ramming  If  possible.     Tbe  Introduction 
to  the  instructions  orders  that  the  con- 
tents of   the  document     be   held   secret 
and    that    the      Instructions      must      be 
destitpyed    when    necessary    In   order    to 
prevent  them  falling  Into  the  hands  of 
tho   subjects   of  a   country     enemy     to 
Italy.     At   the   marine     section  of     the 
War'  Office  it  was  declared  that  charges 
of  brutality  against  the  submarine  was 
ridiculous,   and    that      such      statements 
were  designed  only   to  ej|||[ect  opinion   In 
neutral    countries. 

It  waa  intimated  from  another 
authoritative  source  that  the  fact  that 
the  Ancona  waa  carrying  a  large  ehlp- 
metit  of  gold  was  known  here,  and  that 
as  gold  is  contraband,  the  sinking  of 
the  Ancona  was  decided  on.

PARI8,  Nov.  28. — The  high  cost  of 
living  in  war  time  has  boon  the  subject 
of  a  lengtliy  de!jate  In  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies,  whicii  is  seeking  some  solu- 
tion of  t'als  Important  question,  Tho 
Oovernment's  bill  to  ttx  the  prices  of 
necessaries  of  life  furnished  a  basis  for 
the  discussion. 

Louis  U.  Malvy,  Minister  of  the  In- 
terior, speaking  of  the  text  of  the  bill, 
characterized  It  as  revolutionary,  which 
brought  protests  from  the  Chamber,  but 
he  added  tiMt  In  theMnterest  of  the 
nation  the  bill  must  be  adopted.  This 
declaration  was  am^audad  by  the  en- 
tire Chamber  C         f  ' 

The  debate  bocamS^^o^dlverslfied  that 
the  deputies  were  unable  to  reach  a 
vote,  and  It  was  decided  to  continue  the 
dlscuBstou  on  Thursday. 

Qne  spelter  demanded  that  the  bill 
apply  to  clothing  and  shoes,  as  well  as 
to  food.  Speculators  in  tho  necessaries 
of  life  came  In  for  denudation,  and 
stringent  measures  were  urged  against 
them,  as  well  as  against  mercliants  Il- 
legally exporting  indispensable  com- 
modities to  neutral  countries,  which  was 
declared  to  be  partly  rospotsible  for 
the  high   prices  in  Paris. 

"We  have  not  yet  been  reduced  to 
issuing  tickets  for  bread,  milk  and 
meat,  but  we  must  give  commerce  a 
lesson."  said  Deputy  Polrler  de  Narcay. 
who  also  insisted  tiiat  merchants  be  re- 
quired to  post  on  their  doors  the  prices 
of  goods,  and  that  the  prefects  be  given 
authority  to  demand  from  dealers  their 
bills.  MO  as  to  permit  the  lUIng  of 
prices. 

The  requisitioning  of  mines  was  sug- 
gcstctl  with  the  object  of  reducing  tlie 
price  of  coal. 

M.  Malvy,  before  asking  (or  a  favor- 
able vote  on  the  bill,  went  Into  a  dis- 
cussion on  the  reasons  for  the  high  cost 
of  living.  Some  Of  the  cauaes,  he  aald, 
were  artindal,  such  as  speculation,  con- 
trolling the  supply  and  Immoderate- 
profits,  l^iegislatlon  against  capitalists 
who  manipulated  markets,  lie  declared, 
was  defective,  and  the  present  bill 
would  remedy  this. 

Deputy  Pierre  Laval  said  that  while 
the  press  Informants  had  represented 
Germany  as  being  famished,  It  must  be 
said  that  she  I-ad  given  France  an  ex- 
fTinple  of  organisation  and  method,  for 
Germany  Iwd  a  long  time  ago  anti- 
cipated France's  proposed  legislation.
